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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Specifically, claim 18 depends from cancelled claim 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as.set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1- 2,5,6,8,9,12,18-27 and 30-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,954,652 (Sakanashi) in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,796,850 (Shiono et al.) 

With respect to claims 1- 2,5,6,8,9,12,18-27 and 30-38, note that Sakanashi 
teaches a wireless phone that stores music files and mixes the music and voice which is 
then outputted through speaker (see Abstract, Figs. 4-8, Col. 2, lines 22 - 34, 
Embodiment 4 and Col. 8, lines 31 - 59. 

What Sakanashi does not specifically teach is the noise reducing aspects of the 
limitations. However, note that such is shown by Shiono et al. (see Abstract, Col. 4, 
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lines 61 - 63, Col. 5, lines 4-14, Col. 8, lines 38 - 46 and Col. 9, lines 38 - 54 and the 
Figs. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated 
such a noise reduction means as taught by Shiono et al. into the Sakanashi device in 
order to improve the quality of the outputted signal. 



Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
